Mr. Satnusl M. Inmiin, just returned 
(nun an rxtondml trip in the Weat and 
Sooth west, said yeaterday 

"I believe the Government will soon 
have money enoinib to pay ita runnin t 
expense*, aa the revenue ISSnM to be Im 
provinR from month to month aa busi- 
ness expsnds. The sale ol l.imls under 
the Cleveland Administration waa for 
the purpiee largely ol stearins; money 
to pay the Government's expenses, al- 
though the nominal reaeon was to main- 
tain the koU reserve. Title brought a 
diatretaing condition of sMalie. This hs< 
changed, and I do not believe we will 
see another bond iasae for a long time. 

"Luring the past few disastrous years, 
although the visible trade balance with 
the balance of the world was 
vor, it was neutralized by the 
invfaible stream of American securities 
coming home on account of the hack of 
confidence in oar Government policy. 
In the end this will be a blessing in dis- 
guise, as we now hold a greater part of 
the debt we owed five years ago to Eu- 
rope, although it created iireat disti 
at the time, because the real balance 
largely against ue at the ena of every 
year. By reason of our imm 
balance, owing to what the 
had to pay us for wheat and other pro- 
ducts during the past year, we have a 
very large credit in our favor now, and 
having, as I think, brought back the 
most ol our securities that were for sale 
on the otberside and our own peopleow- 
i g them, from now on the trade balance 
will be a real one and we will get to b 
more and more creditors of the world in 
stead of its debtors. 

"From now on I think we will ael 
largely more securities to the outsit! 
world than we will have to buy from 
them. This is being shown already in 
the large accumulations of money in 
easy money market in America, w 
money is dear elsewhere. I do not be- 
lieve we are goiDg to have any more 
panics or great convulsions in the money 
market for a long time, and I think tbat 
the policy of the Government will be 
bsa disturbing to business than it 
been for several years. I rind evidence 
of great improvement in the West and 
in portions of the East. There are some 
die' urbed labor conditions in the East, 
but they amount to but little in compari- 
son to the general business interests of 
tbat section. Even in the Boutti, al- 
though cotton is at avery low price, I be 
li«ve the country is in better shape than 
when we bad the low price of three 
yea a ago. There have been decided ad- 
vances in the other staple products of the 
fouth. The Northern belt of tLe South- 
ern .States received a better price for 
the next crop and on account of its com- 
ing into market very easy compared 
*ith Western wheat, 1 believe we will 
realise good prices this year. 

"I have just returned from a trip to 
Texas. 1 tind the sng ir interests of Lou- 
isiana are prosp rocs and the sugar plan- 
ters have made money this year. There 
has been a very large advance in cattle, 
and this is one of the leading interest of 
the Southwest. Lumbermen tell me 
they have had a marked advance in their 
product, and there is an active demand. 
1 am not familiar with rice and tobacco, 
but I assume these staples have given 
good rt suits this year."

It has been supposed by old-time scien- 
tists that the different lorms were mostly 
not interchangeable. But modern 
science has succeeded in transmitting 
one form of carbon into others. That 
this can be done by chemical skill has 
not, however, given most chemists great- 
er faith in the ability of nature to do 
this by her own means and without their 
help. There has for ei 
long-standing doubt ai 
whether the fat of animals, including 



the products of the various carbo-hy- 
d rates token by such animals as food. 
From such vegetable fats can be found 
in such feeds as linseed and cotton-seed 
meal, thny might see how the process of 
digestion might change these into anim 
fate, or even into cream-and-butter ft 
that are found in milk There is a small 
proportion of vegetable fat or oil in corn 
or other grains. So far the effect of feed, 
ingcornto fatten might be explained, 
but beyond that science had far leas in- 
telligent theories on this subject than 
had the mass of farmers who believed 
what they aaw and felt quite sure 
the fat of fattened animals, as well as the 
butter made from the milk of cows, 
were all derived from food which, so far 
as could be seen, had no (at, but only 
starch or other forms ol carbo-hydrates 
in ita composition. 

At Isst the scientists have been obliged 
to coneede that the conclusions arrived 
at by the hard practical common i 
of farmers were correct. The New York 
State Experiment Station at Geneva 
been conducting a series of experiments 
in (aliening cattle on corn meal, from 
which all the oils tbat exists as oil 
this grain were removed. Every particle 
of food given waa weighed, as well 
the excretions, which were anal} nd 
show their chemical character. It i 
found that the proteid compounds wi 
very largely excreted from the system, 
though there was some gain in f 
from this source. The greater part of 
the gain was in the increased amoui 
fat on all parts of the body. This 
thus conclusively shown to be the pro- 
duct of the starchy carbo-hydrates that 
were eaten by the cows, and by them 
changed into other forms of animal fat, 
including butter. All of this was gener- 
ally guessed at by the farmers. But ii is 
interesting to know that the question 
baa been investigated by scientific meth- 
ods, and tbat the theories on this sub- 
ject which the majority of farmers have 
always held have been proved to be 
founded on scientific certainties

An advocate for ridging land in un 
tn in. i writes aa followa to The Orange 
Jndd Farmer: To prevent the leaching 
away bv molting snows and early spring 
rains of tbe soluble food elements of the 
surface soil slid of manure *pread upon 
it I* most lmr,«ortant. The finely decorii- 
po«rd tilth that l* developed npon tbs 
surface by the proper cultivation of corn 
nnd Other cultivated crop* containe muoh 
soluble matter. The proportion of this 
which is retained near ths surface will 
determine very lurgely the strength and 
Vigor with which the young plants of 
the next year's crops will begin their 
eluhorutioii of the inert materials into 
higher forms and the beginning thus 
made will control very largely the final 
ureal net. 

The method that is coming intovogne 
with farmers in Canada i" to draw their 
manure ou to those binds, then with a 
double mold board plow they throw up 
Ine tilth of the surface and tbe ma- 
in to ridge* ni ii ml 21 inches apart 
The manure is left largely in the center 
of the ridge, whore it cannot get away. 
The water from rains and melting 
snows, when sufficient to run off the 
land, will pass down between these 
rlge*. The washing will lie less be- 
n*e the water will not be allowed to 
Hoot in bo large rills, mid what there 
will be of less consequence because 
from the lower and less soluble soil. 
The loss by water* percolating down- 
ward through the soil will also be less- 
oned beonuse the grontor part of such 
waters will not have passed through 
there ridgos of manure and rich vege- 
table mold.
